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Board hires ‘hit man’ to rid

Hartnell College Board of Trustees have found 
an expensive solution to control a plague of 
blue-green algae in the college pata), 

The board unanimously approved Sept. 13 
the creation of a full-time $735 per month 
pool maintenance position to control the algae. 

The algae is a result of the fauity installation of 
a $5,000 automatic chlorinator and -pH control 
machine three and one-half years ago. 


The machine was installed ‘‘backwards,’’ 
according to College President Gibb R. Madsen, 
and the subsequent loss of pH control allowed the 
algae to flourish in the pool. 

Control of the algae was neglected until last 
year. Gordon Spence, college maintenance 
employee currently assigned to control the algae 
growth said, ‘‘The people that were taking care of 
the pool before didn’t pay any attention to it, 
that’s why it got so bad...’” 


Once established, according to Richard Ajeska, 
Hartnell biology instructor, who analyzed the 
algae, the growth is virtually impossible to 
eliminate. 

‘It grows where most plants can’t. It’s highly 
resistant to heat and other adverse conditions,”’ 
said Ajeska. 

So Spence is concerned with merely controlling 
the algae as there is no way to eliminate it. 


This requires hand vacuuming, scrubbing and 
scraping, superchlorination and placing chlorine 
tablets directly to the growth. . 

According to Spence, only now is the problem 
coming under control. 

When confronted with the situation at the Sept. 
6 board meeting, Trustee James Schwefel asked 
with indignation “arn | to understand that (the 
pool maintenance person’s) main purpose in life 
will be to-combat black (sic) algae?’’ 


Trustees approved last Tuesday a $96,000 
contract to Tombleson Inc. and Hampshire 
Construction Co. to install a solar heat system for 
the college pool. 


a The system is expected to be installed within 65 
jays. 


The swimming pool solar heating system will be 
the largest in California. The system, designed 
and manufactured by Fafco Inc. of Menlo Park, 
will be constructed of black resin materials and is 
it to be superior to other systems using copper 
alloy.

Dorm for South County students? 
College president says yes, Board says no 


Dormitories at Hartnell? It may sound like a 
good idea, especially to South County students, 
but the Governing Board apparently disagrees — 
at least for this year. 

Many South County students have indicated an 
interest in having dorms at Hartnell because of 
the problems in commuting from Greenfield or 
King City. 

“There was lots and lots of discussion but the 
Governing Board felt it might be asking for more 
problems than it needed at this time,’’ according 
to college president Gibb R. Madsen. “The board 
didn’t just slam the door (on any future dormitory 
discussion) but there will not be a dorm this year.’’ 


Hartnell had a men’s dorm more than 10 years 
ago, located in what is now the: Faculty Office 
Building. 

“Some people had in their minds that there 
were problems with the dorm in the past,’’ said 


Dr. Madsen. ‘‘Putting it mildly, the students were 
not as well-behaved as they should have been.”’ 


A trial-basis dormitory was discussed by the 
Governing Board at a regular meeting in June, 
but the proposal was voted down for the ‘77-'78 
school year. 

Dr. Madsen was on vacation when the board 
actually voted on the matter. ‘‘Its the first board 
meeting I’ve missed in seven years,’’ said 
Madsen. ‘‘I personally felt we should have had a 
dormitory: Maybe ! was alone. But there was no 


- real sentiment for a dorm.’’ 


The proposal suggested that the dormitory be 
open to South County students only. Women 
would have been housed on the top floor of the 
FOB and men on the bottom: One person would 
have been assigned to each room. Houseparents 
were not considered in the proposal but those who 
violated the rules would have been evicted. 


Dunlap bill to offer Cal colleges relief 
from G.I. Bill, veteran pay abuses 


The Chairman of the California State Senate 
Education Committee, Senator John Dunlap 
(D-Napa), has recently introduced a resolution at 


the request of the Chancellor’s Office of the 


California Community Colleges, asking the 
President and Congress of the United States to 
provide relief from Veterans Administration 
activities and policies which are threatening 
California Colleges. 


On August 19, Dunlap introduced Senate Joint 
Resolution No. 26, which urges the President and 
the Congress of the United States to provide relief 
from over $2 million in liability which has been 
assessed against California community Colleges 
by the VA. 


To date, federal law authorizes the Veteran 
Administration to assess liability against an 
educational institution for payments which are 
improperly made to a veteran student, however, 
the Dunlap measure urges the President and 
Congress to adopt a resolution that would dismiss 
present Veterans Administration claims against 
California Colleges. It also requests that the 
President and Congress enact legislation which 
provides judicial review and other due process 
procedures with respect to such VA claims. 


The head of the Veterans Administration, Max 
Cleland, has assured a Congressional subcom- 
mittee that his agency is moving energetically to 
curb abuses in the V.A. administered G.1. Bill 

In_an appearance before the Subcommittee on 
Post-Secondary Education of the House Commit- 
tee on Education and Labor, Cleland said, ‘“We 
have been told quite explicitly by the Congress 
and by the President to cut down on abuses and to 
improve our efficiency. We are making progress 
in both areas.”’ 


“We know there are veterans: who are - 


exploiting the schools, just as there are schools 


which are exploiting veterans — and non-veter- 
ans.’’ : 


He noted that, ‘‘For each dollar spent in 
educational benefits — which for the three G.I. 
Bills now exceeds $42.4 billion — it has been 
estimated that the federal government has 
received from $3 to $6 in additional tax revenue 
from veterans whose education has given them 
increased earning capacity.”’ ; 


He admitted some educators were upset with 
VA regulations carrying out provisions of the law 
intended to guard against abuse, but he said, ‘‘the 
very short period VA was granted by Congress 
before implementing those provisions, left little 
time for consultation with affected schools. In 
short, we were specifically required by law to 
implement complex provisions very quickly and 
rigorously.” 


In his testimony, Cleland maintained VA has 
‘tavoided interference in the educational policies 
of educational institutions.’’ 


More students, fewer classes 


The first enrollment figures released have 
shown that there are more students at Hartnell 
than previously, however, they are taking on a 
lighter class load. 

According to Dr. . Victor Willits, dean of 
students, 7,265 full and part-time students had 


‘registered through last week when the figures 


were compiled. 3

more students taking fewer units is developing 
throughout the community college system.

everyone knows that old books are 
valuable did you know that not-so- 
old textbooks are also worth money? 
The Hartnell College Bookstore buys 
back undamaged texts on the last 
four days of finals each semester and 
on the last day of summer school. 

“‘1 would love to get some used 
books in here,’’ says bookstore 
manager Monnie Finney, ‘’But we 
don’t get that many.’’ 

Students pay the list price on new 
books, Mrs. Finney said, although 
she pays the company a discount 
price when she orders the books. 

During the first two weeks of 
school, any undamaged books may 
be returned for a full refund, 
provided the customer presents the 
receipt. Students who sell their new 
books at the end of the semester will 
collect half the original price. 

The bookstore also buys back 
recycled books as long as the texts 
are in good condition and have not 
been replaced by a newer edition. 
Prices for used books are determined 
by a price conversion chart used by 
most college bookstores. 

Mrs. Finney blamed the limited 
reselling period on the publishers 
who refuse to buy back any book 
from the bookstore if a new edition of 
that book has been released. 

The publishers are also to blame 
for the high cost of textbooks, 
according to Mrs. Finney. 

‘‘The company never pays any 
freight--l pay it,’’ she said. © ‘‘We 
take a loss of 1% per cent on new 


texts. All of the profit comes from art 
supplies, pencils and things the kids 
like, like patches.’’ 

“We do make money on used 
books — about 33 % per cent.’’ 
“Our (total) profits are about 8 to 10 
per cent. We do very well for a 
college bookstore.’’ 

People might get the impression 
that Mrs. Finney owns the bookstore 
— she’s been managing it for 18 
years. The truth is that the students 
owned the store until 1972. The 
college district is now in the process 
of buying the bookstoré from the 
Associated Students of Hartnell 
College. 

Profits from the. bookstore are 
used to pay the bookstore employees 
and to make payments to the ASHC 
for the bookstore. The rest is 
allocated to funds set up for 
athletics, publications and music- 
drama.
